WOULD HAVE U. S. OWN ITO POSTOFFICE BUILDINGS AS 
ECONOMY PROGRAM. 


Congress will be asked to give its support to the plan ini­ 
tiated by the Postoffice department for government ownership 
of postoffice buildings throughout the country. 
This step seems likely as the result of the decision practi­ 
cally reached by high officials of the Postoffice department that 
this plan for government-owned postoffices, instead of the pres­ 
ent system of rented offices, will be made the m ajor endeavor 
of the department for the remainder of the administration. 
Congress will be consulted at every step in the scheme, which 
involves the purchase by the United States of more than 5,000 
postoffice buildings, and sites for many more, as the parcel post 
business of the nation grows. 
The present system of paying enormous rents, running into 
the millions of dollars, is regarded by postal officials as perhaps 
the most unbusinesslike spectacle in a government service which 
has in the past presented many such unb/ sinesslike 
ways 
of 
procedure. 
Under the present way of doing things, a private builder 
borrows money, say, at 7 per cent, and builds a postoffice, for 
which the government pays rent year after year. 
The govern­ 
ment could borrow money at 4 per cent, it is pointed out, and 
then would own the building itself, tax free, whereas in paying 
rents for postoffice^ it must also pay taxes, the taxes being 
figured into the rents by the owmer. 
Government ownership of all postoffices, it is pointed out, 
would allow the government to take the natural advantage of 
growth of cities, and purchase ground in advance. 
Thus the 
iovemment would get the advantage of low cost.

“SENIORITY RIGHTS” OF RAILROAD EMPLOYES AS DE­ 
FINED BY AUTHORITY. 


There is a great deal of confusion in the public mind con­ 
cerning the “seniority rights” of railroad employes. 
From the many rules it is clear that old employes whose 
names stand toward the head of the lists of their class have by 
reason of that seniority these valuable privileges: 
(1) 
Choice of the opportunity of shifting from night work 
to day work. 
(2) 
Choice of desirable vacancies or new jobs when created. 
(3) 
In case of reduction of forces, assurance that they will 
be the last to be laid off and the first to be taken on when^forces 
are increased. 
(4) 
When forces are being reduced at one point and main­ 
tained or increased at another point, the opportunity of filling 
the vacancies at the other point temporarily without losing their 
rights at their regular place of employment. 
Tile striking railroad employes insist they should be taken 
back and given all the above mentioned seniority rights which 
they lost when they voluntarily left the employ of the railroads. 
The railroad executives insist that when the striking men re­ 
turn to work they should not be given back the above mentioned 
seniority rights but should take their positions as new men.

the seed-pods, which are called "boll* ’ 
The outside of a cotton boil is brown, 
but when fully ripe and ready for 
picking, the brown covering of the 
boll breaks and a white fluffy mass 
appears. This fluffy mass is the cot­ 
ton fibre. 
When the cotton is Picked from the 
bolls It is put in bags and sent to the 
“gin house” where the fibres are sep­ 
arated from the seeds which cling to 
them. Long ago, the seeds were pull­ 
ed from the cotton fibre by hand and 
it took one person a whole day to 
separate one pound of cotton fibre; 
but in 1793 Eli Whitney invented a 
machine called the “cottin gin” which 
separates the cotton fibre from the 
seed and automatically cleans it with 
gee at rapidity This is considered one 
of the greatest inventions of civilize. 
ti on. 
The oil from cotton seeds is used 
in making salad oil, cooking fats, 
soap* and candles; and the cake left 
after the oil is pressed out, is used 
for feeding cattle and for making fer­ 
tilizer- 
The cotton fibre, when separated 
fpom its seeds, is pressed into bales 
which are covered with cloth 
and 
. (bound with iron bands They are then 
shipped to factories in many parts of 
the world where the cotton fibre is 
used in different ways. Some factor­ 
ies make only thread while others 
make only certain kinds of cotton 
cloth—such as gingham. Still other 
factories make only underwear or ho. 
siery from the cotton. Wrhen the cot­ 
ton bales are opened, the cotton is 
removed from its wrappings and plac­ 
ed in a machine which blows out the 
dust and dirt; this machine is called 
a “picker” When the cotton leaves the 
machine it looks like a roll of cotton 
batting about six feet wide- This roll 
is now placed in another machine in 
which the cotton ig cleaned more thor 
oughly and the fibres are straighten­ 
ed. When it comes from this machine 
it is submitted to a 
process called 
“carding.” in which it is made into a 
long, soft rope.
